In addition to 
paying these prices, many small- 
salaried women today contribute 
to various charities, churches, 


etc., and many of them are assist-

MAZATLAN, Mexico. — Apart 
from keeping awake, the visitor's 
first problem in Mexico is to 
keep his pants up. The Mexican 
silver peso, thrown at 40 feet,, 
would kill a man. The five-peso 
coin Is of the shape and heft of 
a locomotive wheel and, with 
pockets burdened under even a 
moderate wealth such as ours, 
there is constant danger of losing 
your britches. The financial 
status of any tourist may be 
measured by the droop of his 
drawers, 

There are, of course, paper 
bills and it is a nice, if tem- 
porary, feeling of wealth to fold 
a great wad of these into your 
jeans when you have cashed a 
$10 American bill at the hotei 
desk. This gives you 70-odd 
pesos, an immence sheaf of 
paper or in cart-wheel coin, 
enough to anchor the Queen 
Mary, 

There is no doubt that the 
favorable exchange is working 
nicely in favor of the tourist, 
but not quite as nicely as you 
might be led to think. Some- 
things are controlled strictly by 
the government—the rate of the 
hotel room, for example, or the 
taxi ride, which rarely costs over 
six pesos, 

But a good dinner will cost 
you at least six or seven pesos, 
without tip, and a bottle of Mexi- 
can beer is a peso and a half, or 
just about what you would pay 
anywhere else. Qn the other 
hand, the dinner is excellent 
whether you order filet mignon 
or tongue-blistering inchiladas, 
and the beer is far superior to 
the American brews. 

The usual reaction, apparently 
is much as ours has been, You 
feel like Pierpont Morgan with 
your first truck-load of pesos. 
You find in this careless rapture 
of riches that they disappear 
with astonishing rapidity, 

Unlike, say, Apulco, this is 
not primarily a tourist resort 
for Americans. The bulk of the 
visitors are Mexican from in- 
land, who know the value and 
limitations of the peso, 


Sea 
Life 

Perhaps because the balmy 
climate drugs (or soothes, shall 
we say?) the senses, it is no 
trick at all to feel at home and 
a part of this scene in a very 
short time. Brown Eyes brought 
herself a Mexican blouse and a 
skirt, very lacy and off the 
shoulder, and with a day's tan 
she is like a part of the land- 
scape. 

In this lazy, happy frame of 
mind you are brought up sharp 
to a realization that you are in 
a foreign and essentially strange 
land only by some dramatic 
sight. 

In a little back street, today 
for example, we were horrified 
to see an aged Mexican writhing 
in agony in the middle of the 
street, apparently in some hor- 
rible kind of epileptic fit, while 
the passers-by strolled on their

way without a second glance, 
Farther along a dead dog lay in 
the street and had obviously lain 
there many a day while the chil- 
dren played about nearby. 

The bird and sea life, too, 
brings you back to the reality 
of being a long way from home, 
This afternoon, for example, we 
lay on the sharply sloping sand 
beach, anesthetized by the sun 
and feeling as if we were on 
English Bay, when we heard the 
shout, “Tonina! Tonina!” by some 
Mexican children en route to 
school, 

We raised ourselves sluggishly 
on our elbows and there, not more 
than 25 yards from where we had 
been swimming, was a school 
of fat, black and oily porpoise, 
their jet fins knifing the water, 
(1 know that the children were 
shouting “Tonina” because one of 
the small boys came down to sit 
beside us and wrote the name in 
his scribbler. He talked Spartish 
to us, at a brisk rate for some 
time, none of which I understood 
except that his favorite comic of 
all is “Hap-Hazard.”) 

The vultures, too, kiting low 
overhead and looking down at 
us with beady, nungry eyes, 
are strange and also the scarlet 


butterfly that decided to pause 
a moment on our balcony. In 
the bay, too, are big-beaked 
heron that fly gracefully over 
the green sea and swoop be- 


nesth the waves like torpedoes, 
emerging again to resume their 
flight with a meal of fish in the 
hand-bags they carry under their 
noses. 


And 
‘Tilly’ 

At this writing our favorite 
bird of all is the Tildio, which, 
I have a hunch, may be called 
the sand-piper in other parts. 

his is a bird with a body 
somewhat like that of a sea- 
gull and, to me, just as fascinat- 


ing. But there the resemblance 
ceases. For the Tildio (or “Tilly 
the Toiler”’, as we have decided 


to call her) has long, stork-like 
legs and a beak like an ice pick 
just as long and skinny as her 
underpinnings. 

Tilly feeds on some kind of 
Tiinuscule sea life in the sand 
and it seems that the best pick- 
ings are when a wave recedes. 
When the sea sucks outward, 
Tilly runs down the wet, shift- 
ing sand, busily jabbing that long 
pencil of a beak into the beach. 

On the surface this might 
seem an unexciting performance, 
but here is the point: Tilly can- 
not stand to have her feet wet! 


When the next wave advances she é ® 


tuns frantically and with high- 
lifting knees up the slope, never 
more than an inch ahead of the 
water, 

It is possibly only the climate, 
but we find it no trouble at all 
to lie endlessly on the hot sand 
watching Tilly having her strug- 
gle, the impelling urge to remain 
there feeding until the last sec- 
ond, then the skirts-about-her 
dash ahead of the next wave, for 
all the world like some timid 
skittisn prairie woman having her 
first wade in the cold salt sea.
